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ABSTRACT 

This document tabulates the results of a 1994 survey 
of public library funding in Michigan. The survey discovered that 
68.87. of public library funds are provided by local tax support, 

13.7% by penal fines awarded to libraries by court systems which have 
received income for violations of state laws, 7,67. by state aid, and 
9,9/{ by other means, such as gifts, foundations, interest, overdue 
fines, and other types of income received from local sources. The 
report illustrates variations in funding patterns that occur with 
differences in the size of the total population served. Monetary 
totals of penal fines, state aid revenue, and local funding are 
compared from 1985-1994, revealing gradual increases but also a 
leveling off and slight decline in state aid since 1990. A large 
table traces fluctuations in penal fine library funding percentages 
in 93 Michigan counties since 1990, Eight graphs illustrate the data.

• Michigan public libraries reported that 68.8% of lib’.ary funding is provided either 
through a direct voted millage or as an appropriation from the general funds of 
the governing municipality. More precise definitions for reported income have 
resulted in percentage shifts between "local tax" income and "other" income. 

• Penal fine funds are provided to libraries through the court system, using income 
received for violations of state laws. This income is apportioned at the county 
level and varies widely. The 1994 overall state average of penal fine income is 
13.7% of total income, compared with 14.4% for 1993. 

• The Detroit Public Library receives state aid to public libraries funding, and also 
is allocated additional state funds through a line item in the General Govern- 
ment Appropriation. Only the state aid payment was included when calculating 
percentages for this report on average income. 

• Other local income reflects miscellaneous monies from gifts, foundations, inter- 
est, overdue fines and other types of income received from local sources. Federal 
funds provide the remaining balance of the income received by public libraries. 
Overall this income accounts for about 9.9% of total public library income.

Conclusion: Although the state average indicates that local tax income provides 68.8% of library funding, this average 
is significantly lower for group 1-3 libraries. The small libraries remain very dependent upon penal fines income. Local 
millages and appropriations provide most support for group 4-6 libraries. (If the Detroit Public Library line item grant 
hud been included in the Group 6 total, the average for state support would rise to 9% overall for group 6.)

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Library of Michigan Reports County Penal Fine Figures For Past Five Years 

Treasurers in Michigan's 83 counties paid $23,096,919 from penal fines to public libraries in August 1994, continuing 
a trend of providing considerable funds for library operations. This compared with $22,961,848 for the 1992-93 fiscal year. 

About 14.5 percent of all local funding to Michigan public libraries comes from penal fines, which have fluctuated 
considerably from a high of $23,823,223 in 1991-92. Penal fines are monies collected from persons who violate state law.
